Uneasiness, uncertainty and ap- 
prehension are manifest every- 
where, and Mexico City is filled 
with ali sorts of rumors and reports. 
Instructions have been given by 
order of Attorney General Ortega 
to disarm all Catholics. This, 
the attorney general announced, 
is. a consequence of reports 
that secret meetings are being held 
in Mexico City by certain groups 
which, the authorities fear, are for 
the purpose of fomenting forceful 
opposition to the religious laws. 
The authorities in some places 
already have taken a hand in the 
case of newspaper editors publish- 
‘ing articles and editorials which 
the officials consider objectionable. 
One Tampico, two Chihuahua 
ard a Mexico City editor have been 
‘‘consigned”’ on this charge, which 
is equivalent to preferring a com- 
plaint and may or may not involve 
actual imprisonment. The relig- 
ious regulations forbid religious 
publications or those of marked re- 
ligious character commenting 
or carrying any news items 
cerning the government's activities.

No Editorial Comment. 
Although printing much 
news on the religious situation, as 
well as dispatches showing foreign 
reaction, the Mexico City newspa- 
pers are maintaining absolute edi- 
torial silence. They feature special 
dispatches from New York declar- 
ing that the United States govern- 
ment will not take any band in the 
affair and that the Pope will not 
interdict Mexican Catholic 
churches. 

Some foreign diplomats, includ- 
ing the French and Spanish, are 
giving serious consideration to a 
movement seeking to have the dip- 
lomatic corps offer its services as 
friendly mediators in the religious 
struggle. James R. Sheffield, the 
American Ambassador, 
dean of the corps, has not taken 
any official action in this respect, 
nor has the plan been presented to 
him officially. 

Again today waves of humanity 
of amazing magnitude’ surged 
around the Mexico City cathedral, 
anxious to perform religious devo- 
tions. Crowds jammed the court- 
yard, overflowing into the Plaza 
Constitution; some fringes of the 
crowd even reached the walls of 
the presidential palace.

EXPERIENCE NO TEACHER. 

Some of the officials of the Department of 
Agriculture, whose horizon extends some dis- 
tance beyond the tips of their noses, are ex- 
pecting gloom of the gloomiest thickness 
the States which devote much acreage to the 
growing of ‘‘Irish’’ potatoes. The reason for 
the pessimistic outlook is found in the fact 
that potatoes sold on farms last fall at higher 
prices than at any period in the past 20 years, 
except for one season, during, or immediately 
following, the war. 

Men in the department who watch causes 
and the effects which follow those causes, as- 
sert that whenever the price of seed potatoes 
is high at planting time in the spring, the price 
is invariably inverted when the crops grown 
from that high-priced seed are marketed the 
following autumn. This is no phenomenon; it 
is a fact based upon the general lack of busi- 
ness acumen among the tillers of the soil. High 
priees in one season invariably lead to over- 
production in the season following; and that in 
spite of the fact that the seed planted may 


» tax the financial resources of the grower to ths 


limit. 

Last fall unheard of prices were obtained by 
growers of potatoes who were wise enough to 
sell their crops early. There was the custom- 
ary slump later, due to the rush of sellers, 
which glutted the market; but the recovery 
was almost as rapid as was the fall. Conse- 
quently the market price of tubers grown in 
the potato regions of Maine, New York, Michi- 
gan and as far west as Idaho, remained at the 
peak until'the Bermuda, Florida and other 
Southern crops began to reach the Atlantic 
feaboard market, which was about the season 
for planting the crop of 1926. 

7 High price of seed did not deter the farmers 
‘from unusually heavy planting. But the ex- 
tremely cold weather which prevailed through- 
‘out April and May doubtless did curtail opera- 
‘tions to some extent.

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WHEN IS A PICKLE? 


Tariff decisions of the Court of Customs Ap- 
peals often are more amusing than the articles 
in dispute would seem to warrant. Such a 
case arose recently. It appears that under the 
1922 tariff law the duty on imported onions is 
1 cent per pound; but onions in vinegar are to 
be considered ‘‘vegetables pickled,’ dutiable 

t 35 per cent. 6 

A shipment of bottled onions was recently 
received in the United States. The collector of 
customs said the duty should be 35 per cent. 
The importer protested, declaring that an 
enion is an onion, no matter whether in a dry 
state or a moist environment. An onion, even 
partly peeled, is still an onion, argued the im- 
porter. 

The board of genekxal appraisers reversed 
the decision of the collector of customs, and 
decided that an onion is still an onion, even if 
in a bottle. Now comes the Court of Customs 
Appeals gravely deciding that the general 
board of appraisers was wrong and the col- 
lector was right; and that an onion in a bot- 
tle, pickled, is no longer an onion, but ‘‘a 
vegetable, pickled.” 

The court said that Congress, in imposing a 
duty of 1 cent per pound on onions, had in 
mind plain, ordinary onions. ‘‘In the case at 
bar,” said the court, ‘“‘the merchandise is more 
than onions in one sense, and less than onions 
in another.”

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NO PRESS CENSORSHIP. 


The prediction by Thomas Dixon, author and 
playwright, made before members of the North 
Carolina Press association a few days ago, that 
national censorship of the press by the Federal 
government will be established within ten 
years unless steps are taken to prevent it, 
should be taken with a grain of salt. Mr. 
Dixon’s reasoning leading up to the statement 
may be logical, but, practically, it has demon- 
strated itself to be fallacious. Tracing the

Lakes maritime records are extant which 
prove that on several occasions cargoes of 
grain, becoming water-soaked through a leak, 


or‘in a great storm, have caused the grain to } 


swell, starting the seams and sinking the ship. 
But it is many years since such a disaster of 
the sea has been recorded. 

Now comes a press dispatch from Hankow, 
China, wherein it is recorded that a surplus 
of dried beans combined with the water of 
the Yangtze river has caused the wreck of 
the Hamburg-American liner Rhineland. The 


German craft was loaded with Chinese beans | 


and while navigating the river collided with 
a Japanese steamer, the Mitsuki Maru. The 
Hamburger sprang a leak, the leak let the 
water into the Rhineland, the beans absorbed 
the water, thereby increasing their own bulk 
to such an extent that the capacity of the hold 
was insufficient to hold the beans. The decks 
bulged, the seams opened and the Rhineland 
ceased to be buovant enough to remain on 
the surface. She may be salvaged, but is al- 
most a total loss. 

Every housewife knows that beans and rice, 
as well as all other grains have great powers 
of expansion when properly soaked, but this 
is the first time recorded in maritime annals 
when such an international complication has 
arisen. A German ship loaded with Chinese 
agricultural products collides with a Japanese 
vessel in a Chinese river, becomes the victim 
of swelling Chinese legumes and sinks, block- 
ing the waterway. The Associated Press re- 
port of the incident has a reminiscent flavor, 
something like the story of the old woman who 
had difficulty in getting the pig over the stile.

NOD eS I ED 
REDUCTION OF TAXES AND DEBT. 

In his interesting statement of the activities 
of the Treasury and of Congress, Chairman 
Madden of the House appropriations committee 
observes that the constant reduction in govern- 
ment expenditures and the constant recur- 
rences of surpluses in the Treasury have result- 
ed in two very gratifying financial operations, 
namely, tax reduction and decrease the 
public debt. 

The gross public debt on June 30, 1925, 
was $20,298,000,000. This sum-was reduced 
during the year until on June 30, 1926, it 
reached $19,433,000,000——a decrease of $865,- 
000,000. Since the peak of the public debt, 
August 31, 1919, namely, $25,478,000,000, the 
total debt June 30 last shows a reduction of 
$6,045,000,000. During this period the annual 
interest charge has been reduced by more than 
$200,000,000. 

Three decreases in taxation have been made. 
The revenue act of 1921 decreased the annual 
levy of internal taxes approximately $800,- 
000,000; the revenue act of 1924 made a fur- 
ther decrease of $450,000,000, and the reve- 
nue act of 1926 made a still further reduction 
of $400,000,000 in direct taxes. These three 
decreases resulted in lifting from the taxpayers 
burdens amounting to approximately $1,650,- 
000,000. The 1926 revenue act relieved 
2,000,000 persons from paying any revenue tax 
at all.

One Law for all Demanded. 


Mr. Taylor asserts that on the 
six lines operated by the Erie out 
of Jersey City there were, last win- 
ter upwards of 80 buses, privately 
operated and running on frequent 
schedules, practically all of which 
made a number of round trips daily 
between. New York and Erie 
road points. 


All this, in the judgment of rail-_ 


road executives, calls for regula- 
tion. But how can the government 
regulate the new competitor in the 
same way as it is now regulating 
the egtablished carrier? The new 
eompetitor plays the game under 
different rules. Says J. F. Atwater, 
representing the motor vehicle com- 
mittee of the Manufaeturers Asso- 
ciation of Connecticut: 

“Motor trucks perform a service 
that railroads are unable to give.

FATAL SNAKE BITES. 
HE Texas department of health 
T is quoted as saying that 21 

. people died from snake bite 
in that State in 1925. It compares 
the publicity given fatal snake bite, 
and the lack of notice given fatal 
malaria, fatal typhoid and some 
other diseases—in spite of the triv- 
ial number of deaths caused by 
snakes. Either snake bite is more 
frequent in Texas than in any other 
State, or else Texas newspapers re- 
gard snake bite as exceptionally 
good news. This I judge because 
[I get more newspaper clippings 
about snake bite from Texas than 
from the remainder of the Union 
combined. But if there were 21 
cases of fatal snake bite in Texas 
in 1925, probably there were 40 in 
the entire country. 

In view of the fact that snake bite 
is a terrifying experience to which 
much publicity is given, and that 
frightens away tourists and such, 
should those States where there are 
most snakes supply snake bite anti- 
venin just as they now supply diph- 
theria antitoxin and smallpox vac- 
cine? 


Dr. Clark, of the United Fruit 
Co., advises his superiors to follow 
that policy on their banana planta- 
tions. In 1925 that company made 
an investigation of the snakes on 
their plantation near Tela. Hon- 
duras. In one year ten of their 
employes were bitten by poisonous 
snakes. All recovered. This caused 
the company to find out what they 
could on the subject. They offered 
a bounty of 25 cents for each snake. 
dead or alive. They secured 3.438 
specimens. Of these, 541 were 
poison snakes, and of these, about 
60 per cent were the fer-de-lance, 
nearly 40 per cent were coral 
snakes, and about 4 per cent were | 
adders and other varieties. Few of | 
the poisonous snakes had enough | 
poison in them to threaten life.

Persons bitten in the morning 
generally got a small dose of poison 
because the reptile had used up its 
poison the night before in catching 
his supper. Bites on flesh areas of 
the body were most dangerous. A 
bite over an area where the skin 
was tight and bone was near the 
surface was not very dangerous. 
Bites through the clothing did very 
little harm. 

Snakes eat rats, mice and other 
little animals that destroy crops. 

Taking it all in all, even 
more poisonous snakes did 
good than harm. 

The usual treatment for snake 
bite consists in slashing the wound, 
putting in it some crystals of per- 
manganate of potash and using a 
tourniquet properly. Whisky is of | 
no service. 

Dr. Clark recommended that the | 
company keep on hand two supplies | 
of antivenin-——one against fer-de- | 
lance, and the other a mixed anti- | 
venin for the other three poisonous | 
snakes. This they should be able|= 
to get from the government snake | 
institute in Brazil, or, if not there, | 
they should make their own supply, | 
or else stimulate a commercial shale 
ply.

DEBTS OF OON CAUSED 


JAGKOON TO ALTER WILL 


File, Declares Estate Is 
Greatly Involved. 


Nashville, Tenn., July 29 
P.).—The last will and testament of 
Gen. Andrew Jackson, probated in 


Davidson county, Tenn., is now on 
record in the Davidson county court- 
house. 

A search was made of the old rec- 
ords when an offer came to the 
State department of history from 
the East to supply the will to the 
State archives for a large sum of 
money. 

President Jackson lived and died 
at his home, the Hermitage, near 
Nashville and his will was probated 
in the county of Davidson. 

It was dated Hermitage, June 7, 
1843, and recorded October 30, 
1845. His last will altered a will 
written September 30, 1833. 

‘Since executing my will of the 
50th of September, 1833,’’ says his 
last will and testament, ‘‘my estate 
has become greatly involved by my 
liabilities for the debts of my well- 
beloved and adopted son, which 
makes necessary to alter the 
same.”’ 

‘‘Fisst,’’ says the will, ‘‘I bequeath 
my body to the dust whence it come 
and my soul to God who gave it. 
hoping for a happy immortality 
through the atonements of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, the Savior of the 
world.”’ 

It was requested that his body be 
buried in a spectally constructed 
tomb in the garden at the Hermitage 
beside ‘‘my dear departed wife.”’ 

The second provision was that all 
his just debts be paid out of his es- 
tate first and the rest of his estate, 
the Hermitage, revert to his adopted 
son, Andrew Jackson, jr. This in-

cluded all real and personal prop- 


erty. 

Bequests of his negro slaves were 
enumerated and prized mementos 
were left in the care of various of 
his descendants and personal 
friends.

Recent surveys of economic con- 
ditions show that many banks and 
other commercial concerns are em- 
ploving women of the middle and 
higher classes, and that many are 
becoming members of learned pro- 
fessions. Many Shanghai banks em- 
ploy Chinese girls as student clerks, 
training them for _ positions as 
stenographers and secretaries. 

Yourg women clerks, to _ the 
astonishment of those who knew 
China a decade ago, are commonly 
used in commercial houses. of 
numerous cities. Women are ad- 
ding greatly to the wealth of the 
country. 

Factory and mill work ia largely 
done by Chinese women in ports 
such as Canton, Hankow, Tientsin, 
Shanghai and Hongkong, where 
white influence is felt. They are 
used in the manufacture of jute and 
hosiery and in weaving of cotton. 

In native villages and in agricul- 
tural districts, however, women’s 
progress is slower. They continue 
the patient and exacting care and 
feeding of silk worms, or work in 
rain and mud with men tilling. the 
fields.

Cancer From Stomach Ills 
at Kiwanis Meeting. 


Insanity, cancer and practically 
all human ills are caused by folly 
of eating, Paul Sampson, of Kansas 
City, nationally known dietitian, 
told members of the Kiwanis club 
yesterday afternoon at their weekly 
luncheon in the Washington hotel. 

Increased consumption of sugar 
is responsible for the growth in the 
number of insanity cases, according 
to Mr. Sampson. ‘‘Sugar saps the 
phosphorus from the brain,” he 
‘said. ‘‘It would bea good thing for 
the health of our people if all of 
the refined sugar could be blotted 
out of existence.”’ 

The speaker recommended a diet 
|of natural foods, chemically bal- 
'anced, containing in proper propor- 
‘tions, calcium, chlorine, iodine and 
phosphorus. He cited instances 
where this balance had cured heart 
trouble. 
| “Americans pay more attention 
to what they feed their poultry and 
livestock than what they feed their 
children,’’ he said. ‘“‘By improper 
eating we make breweries out of 
our stomach and become as intoxi- 
cated as if he had taken alcohol.”
